WASHINGTON I The Iraq war hurt 
Republican candidates in the mid- 
term elections, but corruption and 
scandal were bigger problems for 
them, exit polls found. 

Three-fourths of voters said 
corruption and scandal were 
important to their votes, and 
they were more likely to vote for 
the Democratic candidates for 
the House. Iraq was important 
for just two -thirds, and they also 
leaned toward Democrats.

Glitches in new voting 
machines, human error 
prompt extended hours 

New voting machines confounded 
some poll workers around the coun- 
try on Election Day, and a combi- 
nation of electronic glitches and 
human error forced some precincts 
to extend voting hours or switch to 
paper ballots. 

More than 80 percent of the 
nation’s voters were expected to 
cast some type of electronic ballot 
Tuesday, which was the deadline for 
major reforms mandated by the fed- 
eral Help America Vote Act, passed 
by Congress to prevent a rerun of the 
2000 election debacle. 

While people in hundreds of pre- 
cincts waited in long lines, reports 
of voter intimidation and dirty 
tricks surfaced. In Arizona, three 
men, one of them armed, stopped 
Hispanic voters and questioned 
them outside a Tucson polling place, 
according to voting monitors for the 
Mexican American Legal Defense 


and Educational Fund, which photo- 
graphed the incidents and reported 
them to the FBI. 

In Maryland, sample ballots mis- 
identifying the party affiliations of 
Republican Gov. Robert L. Ehrlich 
and Senate candidate Michael Steel 
were handed out by people bused in 


from out of state. The Washington 
Post reported on its Web site. 

In some states, the effort to 
improve the integrity of the election 
system got off to a shaky start. Long 
lines formed, prompting appeals to 
judges to keep the polls open longer.

NYC to Change Rules 
For Transgendered 


City seeks to ease the 
regulations on gender 
for official documents 

N E w YO R K I The city wants to make it 
easier for transgender New Yorkers 
to switch the sex listed on their birth 
certificate even without undergoing 
sex- change surgery, putting the city 
at the forefront of efforts to rede- 
fine gender. 

Under present city rules, only 
people who can show proof of sur- 
gery qualify for getting a revised 
birth certificate. Even then, the 
only change made is the elimina- 
tion of any reference to gender on 
the document. 

The new plan, unveiled in 
September, would let birth records 
reflect the new gender. It would 
also allow changes for people who 
hadn’t had genital surgery, but could 


show substantial proofthat they have 
undertaken other steps to irrevoca- 
bly alter their gender identity — like 
undergoing hormone therapy. 

The policy change is one that 
advocates for New York’s sizable 
transgender community have 
requested for years, but which has 
taken on greater significance in a 
post- Sept. 11 world of increased 
security. 

New Yorkers need to show picture 
ID to enter office towers, air termi- 
nals, public monuments and all sorts 
of government buildings. They need 
picture ID to apply for jobs, too, and to 
buy beer at a neighborhood deli. 

All but three states now allow 
people who have had a sex change 
to get a new birth certificate, and 
New York City has done so since 
1971- The city now issues about a 
dozen of the revised birth certifi-

Cleveland House 
Blaze Leaves 4 
Children Dead 

CLEVELAND I Fire swept through a 
house early Tuesday, killing four chil- 
dren and injuring three other peo- 
ple, one who jumped from a sec- 
ond-story window and two boys 
who were pulled to safety after a 
passer-by broke a basement win- 
dow, afire official said. 

The victims were all children, 
believed to be ages 3, 5, 8 and 15, 
said Assistant Fire Chief Brent 
Collins. 

The woman who jumped from the 
window hurt her leg and ankle, and 
the two boys suffered burns on about 
30 percent of their bodies, Collins 
said. It wasn’t immediately clear how 
the seven were related.

SEATTLE I Heavy rain tapered off 
Tuesday in western Washington 
after causing severe flooding that 
killed at least one person and strand- 
ed others who had to be rescued by 
police and the National Guard. 

Mud and rockslides blocked 
a number of highways in the 
Northwest and delayed an Amtrak 
passenger train. 

Gov. Chris Gregoire declared a 
state of emergency for 18 counties, 
authorizing the National Guard and 
the state Emergency Management 
Division to offer assistance. 
Helicopters and hovercraft were 
pressed into service for rescues. 

Tens of thousands of children 
were given the day off from school 


Tuesday. Mount Rainier National 
Park measured more than 10 inch- 
es of rain in 24 hours. Stampede Pass 
reported an all-time record of 8.22 
inches on Monday. 

About 200 to 225 elk hunters 
were evacuated Monday from hunt- 
ing camps near the Cowlitz River in 
southwest Washington, said Lewis 
County Sheriff Steve Mansfield.

Calls on Iraqis to ‘Forgive’ 


Saddam 

Ex-leader shifts tone 
in eourtroom; 57 Iraqi 
poliee aecused of abuse 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I A somber and 
subdued Saddam Hussein called 
on Iraqis to “forgive, reconcile and 
shake hands” as he returned to court 
Tuesday for his Kurdish genocide 
trial two days after being sentenced 
to death in a separate case. 

The startling call from Saddam 
came after he rose during the after- 
noon session to question the tes- 
timony of the witnesses, who told 
of a mass killing of Iraqi Kurds in 


the 1987-88 Operation Anfal crack- 
down on Kurdish guerrillas. 

Saddam then calmly spoke about 
how the Prophet Muhammad and 
Jesus Christ asked for forgiveness 
for those who had opposed them. 

“I call on all Iraqis, Arabs and 
Kurds, to forgive, reconcile and 
shake hands,” Saddam said. 

The former president’s demeanor 
was far different from his combative 
stance Sunday, when another court 
convicted him in the deaths of about 
150 Shiite Muslims after an assas- 
sination attempt against him in the 
town of Dujail in 1982. 

Meanwhile, in an unprecedented

move, Iraqi authorities charged 57 
members of the Shiite- dominated 
Iraqi police force in the alleged tor- 
ture of hundreds of detainees at a 
prison in east Baghdad, the Interior 
Ministry announced Tuesday. 

Torture is considered wide- 
spread among the poorly trained 
police force, which has suffered 
heavy losses at the hands of Sunni 
insurgents, but Tuesday’s announce- 
ment marked the first time the gov- 
ernment has pressed charges. Iraqi 
police are accused of close ties to 
the Shiite death squads, whose daily 
abductions and killings fuel sectar- 
ian violence in the country, (ap)

U.K. Terror 
Operative 
Gets Life 

Confessed al-Qaeda 
figure had plotted 
to attaek Britain, U.S. 

LONDON I A confessed al-Qaeda 
terrorist on Tuesday was handed 
one of the toughest prison sentenc- 
es ever imposed in a British court 
— a life term for multiple plots to 
bomb U.S. financial targets such 
as the New York Stock Exchange, 
luxury London hotels and train 
stations. 

The plans — which includ- 
ed plots to blow up stretch lim- 
ousines packed with gas tanks, 
napalm and nails — were designed 
to wreak indiscriminate bloodshed. 
Judge Neil Butterfield told Dhiren 
Barot, who stared blankly ahead as 
he was told he would not be eligible 
for parole for at least 40 years. 

Barot, a 34 -year-old British con- 
vert to Islam, is still wanted by the 
United States and Yemen on sepa- 
rate terror-related charges. 

Barot’s capture and sentence was 
seen as a major blow against home- 
grown terrorists as the first major 
conviction since the threat from 
British extremists was exposed in 
the July 7 London transit bombings

MANAGUA, NICARAGUA I Ulises 
Fernandez, a teacher-turned-squat- 
ter, lives with 26 other families in 
a building condemned more than 
three decades ago after Nicaragua’s 
devastating 1972 earthquake. 

He lost his job in 1990, the year 
Daniel Ortega fell from power — 
the new government of Violeta 
Chamorro fired him and others 


who didn’t have university degrees. 
He moved into “The Ruins,” a shat- 
tered Art Deco building of twisted 
metal and crumbling concrete. Life 
since then has been a daily struggle 
just to find enough to eat. 

Fernandez and his family voted 
for Ortega in Sunday’s election. 
They are among the impoverished 
Nicaraguans who make up the for- 
mer Marxist revolutionary’s base. 

With 6l percent of the vote 
counted Tuesday, Ortega had 39 
percent compared with 31 percent 
for Harvard- educated Eduardo 


Montealegre, enough to win the 
first round of voting outright. 

Ortega has refused to declare 
victory yet, but his vice-presidential 
candidate, Jaime Morales, said he 
was confident the Sandinista lead- 
er had won. 

Like Fernandez, Ortega loyal- 
ists are convinced things are going 
to change in the poorest country in 
the hemisphere after Haiti. 

“We live in ruins,” Fernandez’s 
daughter, Noemi, said. “Maybe 
Ortega will get us out of here and 
give us a house.” traci carl (ap)

Rebel Gets Life Sentence 
For Deaths of U.S. Teachers 

A separatist rebel who killed two 
American teachers at a U.S. -owned 
gold mine was sentenced to life in 
prison Tuesday and his accomplic- 
es up to seven years, a judge said. 
The defendants — all indigenous 
Papuans — have repeatedly called 
their trial a sham. Prosecutors 
claimed the men were all mem- 
bers of a small rebel army fighting 
for a separate state in the resource- 
rich province of Papua. Antonius 
Wamang, 31, was sentenced to 
life in prison, though prosecutors

Panama won a seat on the U.N. 
Security Council with the 48th 
ballot Tuesday after U.S. -backed 
Guatemala and Venezuela, led 
by leftist President Hugo Chavez, 
dropped out to end a deadlock. 
Panama got 164 votes in the 192- 
member U.N. General Assembly, 
more than the 120 needed to win 
a two-year term.

Israeli Forces End 
Gaza Offensive 


More than 60 
Palestinians killed in 
bid to stop rocket fire 

BEIT HANOUN, GAZA STRIP | Israeli 
forces ended a weeklong offensive 
Tuesday aimed at halting rocket 
attacks from this northern Gaza 
town, leaving behind wrecked 
homes, uprooted trees and sew- 
age-covered streets. But hours 
after the pullback, the Palestinian 
rocket fire resumed. 

Israel kept up its onslaught 
from outside Beit Hanoun, killing 
10 Palestinians in airstrikes, gun- 
fire and tank shelling. 

In one barrage Tuesday, five 
rockets hit the Israeli city of 
Ashkelon, seven miles from the 
Gaza border, the farthest the mili- 
tants’ homemade weapons have 
reached into Israel. No one was 
hurt, the army said, but Israel hit 
back with artillery. 

Palestinian leaders denounced 
Israel for continuing its offensive, 
but internal problems remained 
unsolved as negotiations dragged 


on to form a unity government. 

After the pre-dawn Israeli pull- 
back, hundreds of Beit Hanoun res- 
idents, who spent most of the last 
week holed up inside their homes 
as troops and militants battled in 
the streets, milled around inspect- 
ing the damage. 

During an emotional funeral 
procession, tens of thousands of 
mourners filed behind ambulanc- 
es carrying 23 bodies. Altogether, 
more than 60 Palestinians were 
killed in the offensive. Both sides 
said most were militants. 

President Mahmoud Abbas 
denounced Israel for continuing 
attacks after leaving Beit Hanoun. 
“If Israel appeals for security and 
stability, shedding the blood of 
Palestinians is not the way,” he 
said. 

At the same time, Palestinian 
leaders struggled to find a formula 
for a new government, with the aim 
of ending eight months of crippling 
aid sanctions imposed by the West 
after Hamas, which is committed to 
Israel’s destruction, won legislative 
elections, ibrahim barzak (ap)

Fenty Looking to ‘Push 
People’ as New Mayor 


No serious opposition 
created long period to 
plan city governance 

WASHINGTON | Adrian M. Fenty has 
spent nearly his entire life in the 
nation’s capital, and, on Tuesday, he 
expected to win the job to govern 
the city where he was born. 

“We’re going to push people,” 
said Fenty. “The point of being a 
big city mayor is to run at a really 
aggressive pace.” 

Fenty, a 35 -year- old lawyer, 
easily defeated six challengers in 
the Sept. 12 Democratic mayoral 
primary with a campaign stress- 
ing education and crime preven- 
tion. Because three-quarters of 
the city’s 388,000 registered vot- 


ers are Democrats, he faced nomi- 
nal opposition from Republican and 
Statehood- Green challengers. 

With his Election Day victory 
almost assured, he has been able to 
spend the past two months glean- 
ing ideas on how to govern the city 
instead of campaigning for the gen- 
eral election. 

At the polls Tuesday, school 
reform was a top issue for voters. 

“It’s been a problem for years,” 
said Bob Selin-Williams, 39 , a stay- 
at-home dad and Navy reservist. 
“Someone needs to come in and 
say, ‘This is all I’m going to worry

Spam Takes on a New Ring 


Cell phone voicemails, 
text messages may be 
scammers’ next targets 

Sedef Onder, owner of an adver- 
tising firm in New York City, is 
losing sleep over spam. Late on 
many Friday evenings, her mobile 
phone goes off, signaling receipt 
of a text message announcing the 
time and place of a hot club party 
evidently geared toward students. 
Sometimes the notice comes as a 
voicemail with techno music blast- 
ing in the background. “At least with 
e-mail, there is a junk mail folder,” 
says Ms. Onder, 42. 

The indispensable cellphone is 
becoming more vulnerable. Both 
wireless carriers and traditional 
security companies are stepping 
up efforts to fortify what they say 
are hackers’ next big targets — the 
cell phones and smartphones con- 
sumers keep glued to their hips. 



Technology companies are stepping up 
efforts to improve cell phone security. 


The still-nascent threats are two- 
fold. Mobile spam — an annoying 
interruption or, more seriously, a 
new tool for identity thieves — is 
growing more prevalent. 

The threat has been under- 
scored by recent scams — some- 
times known as “SMishing” 
— where spammers use text mes- 
sages to trick users into disclosing 
personal information. In addition 
to virus -types like “worms,” which 
can spread through and disrupt a 


network, other scams are surfac- 
ing too — including mobile spyware 
that once downloaded to a phone 
can listen in to conversations. 

While such threats are rare, lead- 
ing security companies are offer- 
ing new technology for consumers 
wanting added protection. 

Symantec last week launched 
a new version of its mobile antivi- 
rus software for devices running the 
Windows Mobile operating system. 
It has new features like scheduled 
scans and the ability to quarantine 
suspicious messages. 

The applications aren’t yet 
as sleek as their computer coun- 
terparts, in part because mobile 
phones have less processing power. 
But with more phones able to run 
more complex applications, com- 
panies and individuals are increas- 
ingly realizing that mobile security 
ought to encompass more than safe- 
guarding data.

Lofty Goals With Ovechkin Soaring 



Fifth in the Eastern 
Conference, the Caps 
believe they can win 

CAPITALS I Alex Ovechkin is striving 
to make the Washington Capitals 
matter again, and he wants to do 
it quickly. 

“For a determined guy, he seems 
to be even more determined when it 
gets down to the nitty gritty,” coach 
Glen Hanlon said. “When this orga- 
nization does make the playoffs, 
you’re likely going to see someone 
who plays even greater hockey.” 

The reigning rookie of the year is 
right on track, if the last two games 
are any indication. 

First, the Capitals went to 
Philadelphia — where they hadn’t 
won in their previous 16 trips — 
and beat the Flyers 5-3 on Saturday 
night. Then, against visiting Ottawa 
— unbeaten in its last eight games 
at Washington — the Capitals fell 
behind 3-0 in the opening 12 min- 
utes, yanked starting goalie Olie 
Kolzig, and came all the way back 
to win 4-3 in OT Monday night. 

Washington hasn’t been in the 
postseason since 2003, but with 
Ovechkin leading the way, getting 
back to the playoffs is not out of 
the question. 

“We never give up,” Kolzig said. 
“Last year, going into the season. 


it was, ‘Let’s go out and have some 
fun and then see what happens.’ 
Now we believe we can actually 
win games.” 

Ovechkin scored two goals in 
each of those past two victories, 
including one from a seemingly 
impossible angle with 24.4 seconds 
left in regulation against Ottawa to 
force overtime. 

Washington now owns con- 


secutive wins for the first time 
this season and is 6-4-4 for 16 
points. That was good enough to 
enter Tuesday tied for second in 
the Southeast Division and tied 
for the fifth-most points in the 
Eastern Conference. 

The season is young, of course, 
but so is Washington’s roster, so any 
early signs of progress are impor- 
tant. This is a team that finished 29 - 


41-12 and in last place in 2005-06; 
the Capitals also were at the bottom 
of their division in 2003-04. 

“Now we know we can score, and 
that’s the difference,” said captain 
Chris Clark, who netted the win- 
ning goal to cap the rally against 
Ottawa. “We can come back and 
actually win these games, not just 
fight hard and make it respectable.”

Parcells Takes Turn on the Hot Seat 


Coach keeps making 
changes, but some say 
he needs to be changed 

FOOTBALL I Bill Parcells benched 
Drew Bledsoe a few weeks ago, 
convinced the veteran quarterback 
could no longer get the job done. 
Now Dallas Cowboys fans are start- 
ing to wonder whether the same is 
true about Parcells.

But the bottom line is that this is 
Parcells’ team. And the way it’s play- 
ing is tarnishing a career that could 
be headed into its final games. 

“It is trying on me. It is, there’s 
no doubt,” Parcells said following 
the team’s latest and perhaps most 
devastating loss, a 22-19 loss in 
Washington when a potential game- 
winning field goal was blocked and 
a penalty on the return set up the 
winning kick for the Redskins. 

“But that’s the way the game is. 
And, you know, you just have to go 
forward. You can’t look back. You 
have to go forward.” 


Since going 10-6 and snagging 
a wild card in Parcells’ first season, 
the Cowboys are 19 -21 with a playoff 
loss. Their longest winning streak 
in that span is three games, and it’s 
only happened once. 

Parcells likes to say “the game 
tells you what you are.” So at 4-4, 
Dallas is average. That means the 
coach is, too. 

Maybe age has caught up to 
the 65 -year- old Parcells. Maybe 
he’s burned out after three years 
of working with Jerry Jones and 
three months of T.O. Or maybe 
it’s short-timer’s syndrome from a 
guy who knows he won’t be around 
next year. 

“When your team’s doing it, you 
don’t know whether it’s ever going 
to end,” Parcells said. “That’s what’s

He said, T’m going to 
America to see Daddy.’ So they 
turned it into a game. Every day, 
he packs his bag now.” 

Since marrying longtime girl- 
friend Danielle Spencer in 2003, 
Crowe, 42, has gone from Aussie 
bad boy with a reputation for 
throwing punches and the occa- 


sional telephone to sturdy, loving 
family man. 

Crowe’s new film, the sweet 
romance “A Good Year,” reflects 
that, tracing an investment shark’s 
transition from ruthless competi- 
tor to laid-back lover who takes 
the time to smell the grapes on the 
Provence vineyard he inherits. 

The film reunites him with 
Ridley Scott, who directed Crowe 
to a best-actor Academy Award for 
the savagely violent “Gladiator.” “A 
GoodYear” shows the soft, romantic 
face of Crowe, a side he continually 
shows in conversation as he gushes 
about his wife and children. 

After their second son was born 
last July, Crowe had to leave for New 
York almost immediately to work on 
another film with Scott, “American 
Gangster.” Following a weekend 
of publicity for “A Good Year” in 
Toronto, Crowe was heading back 
to New York, where his family was 
to arrive a week later. 

After “American Gangster,” in 
which Crowe plays a cop going 
after a Harlem drug lord (Denzel 
Washington) in the 1970s, Crowe 
and his family planned some time 
off in Europe. Then they were off 
to New Mexico, where Crowe was 
shooting the Western remake “3: 
10 to Yuma.” 

Despite the busy schedule, Crowe 
said he’s far less consumed by work 
now that he has a family. As a single 
man, “I was a gypsy, I could leave 
in 30 seconds,” Crowe said. 

Now the work has to fit with 
his top priority, his wife and kids.

Rich, annoying teens 
mean big ratings for 
‘Laguna Beach’ 

TV I The cattiness started imme- 
diately on the third season of the 
MTV docu-soap “Laguna Beach: 
The Real Orange County.” 

“And then there were the pop- 
ular girls,” says Tessa, the season’s 
teenage narrator. “There’s Cami, 
the Queen of Mean. She went out 
of her way to make my life miser- 
able. ... That is Kyndra, the leader 
of the popular clique. We used to be 
friends, but she turned her back on 
me when I needed her most.” 

Those are fighting words in the 
hermetically sealed bubble of beach- 


side affluence that is home to the 
calculating teenagers of “Laguna 
Beach.” To employ one of their favor- 
ite phrases: So much drama. 

But now that the show has 
slipped a bit in the ratings, and it 
has become clear that the new cast 
may not have the zing of its prede- 
cessors, several of whom have bro- 
ken out on their own, will so much 
drama be enough?

Tomorrow Can Wait 


The night is always 
young in Istanbul’s 
lively Beyoglu district 

GETAWAY I On Saturday evenings, 
all of Istanbul seems to stroll along 
Istiklal Caddesi, a pedestrian ave- 
nue in the Beyoglu district. Couples, 
packs of young men and extended 
families share the sidewalks with 
lottery ticket vendors, men roast- 
ing corncobs on street carts and 
cafe singers belting pop tunes. 

Beyoglu is on the European side 
of the Bosporus, across the Golden 
Horn inlet from Topkapi Palace and 
the Aya Sofya. Istiklal Caddesi, its 
main artery, runs along the ridge 
of a huge hill, so that turning down 
any side street means getting an 
amazing view of the city. The area’s

art nouveau buildings, once home 
to apartments and embassies, now 
house upscale boutiques, galleries, 
and restaurants. 

It wasn’t always this way. Beyoglu, 
much like Turkey as a whole, has 
undergone a radical transition in 
the last decade. 

‘When I opened NuTeras in 2001, 
the neighborhood was filthy,” says 
chef Mehmet Giirs, referring to the 
first of his restaurants in his NuPera 
complex — now several clubs and res- 
taurants stacked in a 200 -year-old 
building. “Men pulled knives on me 
when I was on my motorcycle. People 
were afraid to come in groups of two, 
so they came in groups of four.” 

As its name implies, NuTeras is 
on the roof, overlooking the Golden 
Horn and Siileymaniye Camii, one of

Istanbul’s most beautiful mosques. 
After dinner, well-dressed throngs 
arrive for drinks, DJs, and views. 

NuTeras now has a lot of compa- 
ny. Inspired by Giirs’s success, other 
entrepreneurs have launched a slew 
of bars in the vicinity. Giirs himself 
owns two more restaurants near- 
by, including Mikla, which opened 
last winter on the roof of the trendy 
Marmara Pera hotel. Sleek cafes line 
the crooked alleyways off Istiklal; 
in summer, tables are set up right 
on the street. 

Weekends are scenes of sophisti- 
cated chaos — the jumble of cultures 
only makes things more interesting. 

“Istanbul is a mix of Asian, 
European and Ottoman influenc- 
es,” says Seyhan Ozdemir, architect 
of the design firm Autoban. “There 
are no real Turkish people here. We 
all come from different places and 
together make a new culture.” 

Autoban has done the interiors of

several Istanbul restaurants, includ- 
ing the Beyoglu branch of The House 
Cafe. It’s filled with mismatched fur- 
niture that mixes styles and scale, 
like an Ottoman-inspired divan 
with a frame of Finnish plywood. 
Autoban’s aesthetic permeates all 
the new businesses in the neigh- 
borhood. 

Around the corner, a tiny Italian 
spot named Otto becomes a rock and 
electro dance scene late at night, 
where the DJ looks like Che Guevara 
and mojitos are the house specialty. 

Yet Beyoglu’s new nightspots 
haven’t displaced their neighbors, 
traditional Turkish restaurants and 
coffeehouses; they’ve just amplified 
the variety of the area. The rooftop 
restaurant and lounge called 360 
Istanbul is opposite an alley lined 
with narghile (water pipe) cafes. To 
get to the top of the building, one 
steps into a creaky elevator and zips 
past a contemporary art gallery. 

The old ways are still around — 
and in fact, the young, chic crowd 
digs them now and then. Several 
meyhanes (serving tapas-like dishes) 
on nearby Sofyali Sokak are insti- 
tutions. At Refik, which has been 
in business for more than 50 years, 
families and friends gather at tables 
and drink aniseed liqueur raki. 
Waiters hold immense trays laden 
with examples of all the mezes — 
stuffed grape leaves, chickpea salad, 
roasted eggplant puree. 

Turkish clarinetist Selim Sesler 
can be found Tuesday nights at the 
rooftop bar Araf. A multinational 
crowd jams into the small space, 
drinking, smoking and dancing like 
mad in front of large windows over- 
looking Istanbul’s skyline. At 2 a.m. 
the dance floor is still packed. Locals 
know how good they have it. 

“Istanbul is very young and 
energetic,” says one habitue 
when asked about the nightlife. 
“Everything we do is watched.”

At the Millionaire Fair, 
those with dough 
spend with abandon 

Out of gift ideas for the holiday 
season? Businesses catering to 
Russia’s millionaires suggest a 
$1.3 million diamond- encrusted 
cell phone, a $500,000 racehorse, 
or — if you’re really short of cash 
— a $70,000 mini airplane. 

These are among the items on 
display at the Millionaire Fair in 
Moscow this week — a screaming 
showcase of the country’s oil- driv- 
en wealth and the free- spending 
ways of its nouveau riche. 

In some ways, the event was 
testimony to how far Russia has 
come since the communist era 15 
years ago. Russia now has an esti- 
mated 33 billionaires and up to 
90,000 millionaires, and Moscow 
is home to more rich people than 
New York. 

Yet the fair, held in a gleam- 
ing shopping mall on the capital’s 
northern outskirts, also served as 
a bleak reminder of the tremen- 
dous gap between the small group 
of the extraordinarily wealthy and 
the nearly one -fifth of Russians 
who live below the poverty line of 
$410 per month. 

A 15 -fold difference in incomes 
separates the super-rich from the 
poor in Russia, said Chris Weafer, 
chief strategist with Alfa Bank in 
Moscow. That is well more than 
the 12 -fold difference that World 
Bank studies show can lead to 
social unrest, he said. 

The poor may not be feeling the 
difference so keenly now that high 
oil prices are filling state coffers 
and bumping up their wages and 
pensions, but the situation could 
change if oil prices were to drop, 
he warned. 

“There is ultimately an unsus- 
tainable wealth gap,” Weafer said.

“It’s not a major issue just yet, but 
it will be.” 

The second annual exhibit in 
Moscow featured some 200 firms 
offering luxury goods and servic- 
es such as yachts, sports cars and 


entire islands to some 40,000 visi- 
tors. Sales were estimated at $635 
million, organizers said. 

It was a vanity fair of thin 
beautiful women sporting mink 
fur coats and low necklines deco- 
rated with glittering jewelry and 
dark- suited, elegant men shad- 
owed by beefy bodyguards. 

One of the booths featured 
Russian-Dutch-made yachts sell- 
ing for $3.8 million to $20 million, 
depending on the size. Despite the 
jaw-dropping prices, the yachts 
were all sold out until 2009 and 
the firm, Timmerman Yachts, was 
taking orders for after that, said 
salesman Dmitry Osankin. 

“These are very famous and 
well-to-do people,” Osankin said 


of the companies’ clients. “You 
wouldn’t buy a yacht on your last 
money, would you?” 

For car lovers, there was the 
$1.7 million Bugatti, which was 
reportedly snapped up even 
before the fair kicked off, a I960 
Mercedes Cabriolet for $300,000 
and $86,000 Jaguars for more 
modest consumers. 

Also on sale was the world’s 
most expensive cell phone — a 
$1.27 million model encrust- 
ed with gold and diamonds. 
The Swiss Goldvish company 
has produced only three such 
phones, one of which was sold at 
the Millionaire Fair held in Cannes 
in September to a Russian busi- 
nessman who wished to remain 


anonymous, said vendor Ilgar 
Rustamov. 

“This is very interesting and 
very diverse,” said Vyacheslav 
Sorokin, a 30 -year- old Moscow 
businessman walking hand- 
in-hand with his girlfriend. “I 
think we’ll get some of the table- 
ware and jewelry.” 

Guerlain offered a unique 
fragrance to be sold exclusive- 
ly to a single buyer. The price: 
$64,000. 

“Our people, they strive to be 
first, they want to be talked about,” 
said salesman Ivan Belovolov. “And 
they are ready to pay this money 
so that people will say about them, 
‘Look, they got that exclusive per- 
fume.’

World Air carries 
troops, football 
teams, evacuees 

Inside a World Airways jet, it looks 
like just another “cattle car” — an 
all coach- class fuselage crammed 
with 400 passenger seats. Except 
for one difference. 

“It’s the only airline where it’s, 
‘Please stow your M-16 under the 
seat in front of you,”’ says Marc 
Vetterick, the airline’s Atlanta sta- 
tion manager. “It’s probably the saf- 
est airline to fly.” 

That’s because World Air 
Holdings Inc. (the parent com- 
pany of World Airways and North 
American Airlines), serves as the 
largest U.S. troop carrier, and rifles 
are considered carry-on luggage. 

As one of the first low-fare air- 
lines in the early 1980s after dereg- 
ulation, World left the passenger 
market in 1986 in pursuit of bigger 
profits by focusing on the military

airlift contracts. 

The company is able to pros- 
per because it regularly fills the 
Pentagon’s needs when few air car- 
riers can divert planes from already 
scheduled hub -and- spoke routes. 

“It’s sort of in a unique place. A 
lot depends on the military demand, 
but in the here-and-now, the U.S. 
military is pitched everywhere,” said 
Richard Aboulafia, an aviation ana- 
lyst with Teal Group Consulting. 

Despite enjoying an abundance 
of military contracts, the company 
has been savvy enough to diversi- 
fy. Besides ferrying troops. World 
hauls cargo to and from the Far 


East, transports Texas oil busi- 
nessmen in luxury to Angola and 
even takes the National Football 
League’s Jacksonville Jaguars to 
road games. 

All on a tiny fleet of 17 MD-11 


and DC -10 planes, none of which 
World Air owns. It does not even 
own the building it is headquartered 
in. Instead, the company leases. 

“We’re sort of a virtual airline,” 
said spokesman Steve Forsyth. “We 



bring all of it together, we package 
it and sell it to customers.” 

Sometimes the customers are 
people in need of evacuation. World 
was made famous for the more than 
4,000 Vietnamese children it air- 
lifted out of South Vietnam in 
“Operation Babylift” at the close 
of the Vietnam War. 

World and North American also 
helped evacuate more than 3,000 
U.S. residents from Lebanon after 
Israel battled Hezbollah guerillas 
there in July. 

Travel broker Bruna Montanari 
has used World Air to take a group 
from Mexico to Germany for the 
World Cup game between the two 
countries and regularly seeks out the 
company to transport pharmaceuti- 
cal employees from Italy to Mexico, 
for an annual convention.

Metro Wins Federal Grants to Create Alternative Fuel Buses 

The Federal Transit Administration (FT A) recently awarded Metro two 

federal grants totaling nearly $14.5 million to explore new ways 
to make commercially viable hydrogen fuel cell buses a reality. 
The clean, quiet, energy-efficient buses produce zero emissions 
and will help Metro continue to provide clean transportation. 



Metro and its research partners UTC Power, Shell Flydrogen, Booz 
Allen Hamilton and North Eastern Advanced Vehicle Consortium will 
receive $8.3 million for the development of four hybrid 40-foot hydrogen 
fuel cell buses. Another $6. 1 million in grant funds will go toward the 
development and demonstration of two 40-foot buses — one prototype and one 
precommercial bus — for up to two years and includes research partners Ballard Power 
Systems, Shell Hydrogen, ISE Corp., New Flyer, Booz Allen Hamilton and NAVC. 

Metro's existing bus fleet includes 1,476 buses, with 414 compressed natural gas buses 
(CNGs), 50 hybrid electric buses and 117 clean diesel buses. The remaining are ultra low 
sulphur diesel fuel buses. 

The multimillion dollar national grant announcement was made possible through the 
National Fuel Cell Bus Technology Development Program, which is part of the recently 
enacted Safe, Accountable, Flexible, Efficient Transportation Equity Act: A Legacy for 
Users (SAFETEA-LU).

Pastry program makes 
two mid-career pros 
into kitchen queens 


“Nursing is very precise, and bak- 
ing is very precise, so there are some 
similarities,” said Ann Brown, 
executive volunteer pastry 
chef at Miriam’s Kitchen 
in Foggy Bottom. “Of 
course, if I make a mis- 
take, I’m not going to hurt 
anyone. If I burn a muffin, I 
throw it away.” 

Colleague Jean Smrcka spent 20 
years as a police officer. “Both [jobs] 
have aspects of creativity — the way 
you handle an arrest or investigation 
is your own,” she added. “But you’re 
also sort of independent. And, yes, 
if you make a mistake in pastry, you

can throw it out, but there are more 
consequences in police work.” 

Major midlife changes brought 
both women to Miriam’s Kitchen, 
where they launched the social- ser- 
vice agency’s baking program. Now 
they help make breakfast for 3,000 
homeless clients a year as well as 
snacks, desserts and fancy offerings 
for the organization’s fundraisers 
and meetings. 

Fourteen years as a neonatal 
nurse “got to be too much,” said 
Brown, 45. “Twelve-hour shifts, very 
emotional and intense.” For relief, 
she began volunteering at Miriam’s, 
cooking or doing dishes. Then some- 
one asked her to make a recipe from 
a book but to increase the serving 
size by 10. “It was intimidating not 
to screw up that volume,” she said. 
“We have this big mixer — I didn’t 
know how to use that! ” 

Brown had already taken a few 
cooking classes at UAcademie de 
Cuisine in Gaithersburg, Md. But 
one day after she had been vol- 
unteering at Miriam’s for about a

year, Brown was flipping through 
its course catalog and noticed the 
Pastry Arts Program. She signed 
up, quit nursing and eventually 
did her required apprenticeship 
at Nectar restaurant. But once the 
diploma was hers, she stayed on at 
Miriam’s. 

Smrcka, 59, moved from 
the Hampton Roads area when 
her husband’s job took him to 
Washington. Cooking profession- 
ally was “something I always want- 
ed to do but never thought I could 
afford,” she said. Stumbling on the 
same class Brown had enrolled 
in, Smrcka found the hours good 
and the program “a lot less expen- 
sive than cooking school in New 
York City.” Brown told her about 
Miriam’s, and she did her own 
apprenticeship there.

Other grads of Mark Ramsdell’s 
in-depth LAcademie program have 
gone on to such top restaurants as 
Citronelle, 2941 and Equinox. A 
career changer himself — Ramsdell 
has a Ph.D. in policy studies — he 
said the average age of his students 
is early 30s. “Older students have 
taken some knocks, earned some 
money and know they’re making 
an informed choice.” 

They’d better be sure of that 
choice. The demanding eight-month 
program, in which three instructors 
lead 15 to 16 students, costs close to 
$16,000. “Industry really likes the 
people who come out of this school,” 
Ramsdell noted. “They know every- 
thing inside out.” 

Miriam’s likes them, too, and 
not just because Brown and Smrcka 
are volunteers. Attendance is up for 
mealtime, and, therefore, for other

Scott Schenkelberg. “Ann and 
Jean have raised the bar in terms 
of what we expect from volunteers.

selves, but then they find that it’s fiin 
and it’s exercise,” Schroeder said. 
With the popularity of TV shows 
such as ABC’s “Dancing with the 
Stars” and Fox’s “So You Think 
you Can Dance,” he said, enroll- 
ment in Dance Factory classes 
has increased about 15 percent 
— although he said students are 
quick to deny that the shows have 
any bearing on their interest in dips, 
twirls and hip swivels. 

For absolute beginners, 
Schroeder recommends the 
four-week Survival Dancing class, 
which introduces students to a lit- 
tle Latin and a little swing, plus 
basics like the foxtrot and waltz. 
“Instead of just learning one spe- 
cific dance,” he said, “You learn 
how to dance — how to bring the 
lady along for the ride, how to 
signal, how to move.” The school 
offers about six classes a night 
and dances (which often attract 
300 to 400 wannabe Freds and 
Gingers) on the weekends.

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blues. “I can’t imagine not having it 
as a social outlet,” she said.

Typing lightning fast, 
court reporters get 
all the legal details 

Want a secure, high-paying job 
in the legal field that still enables 
you to work flexible hours with no 
nights or weekends? Instead of 
angling for the partner track at a 
very lazy law firm, think of becom- 
ing a court reporter. 

Even if you’ve never logged 


time on a jury or attended a trial, 
you’ve probably seen court report- 
ers in action on shows like “Judge 
Judy” or programs on Court TV. 
Court reporters serve as scribes of 
sorts, keeping written records of 
legal proceedings. Clicking away 
on their stenography machines, 
court reporters sit in on trials big 
and small. 

They can also choose to work 
during depositions and take down 
machine shorthand of every word 


uttered. Court reporters can be 
broadcast captioners from home, 
typing in Katie Couric’s night- 
time newscast verbatim. There’s 
even a variation called CART 
(Communication Access Realtime 
Translation), in which these pros 
accompany deaf or hearing- 
impaired clients to places like col- 
lege classes to provide an instant 
translation of speech into text.

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the field has recently evolved. 
“Interestingly enough, it’s now 
primarily women,” said Marybeth 
Everhart, lead instructor of the 
court reporting program at Anne 
Arundel Community College 
(AACC). “Thirty years ago, it 
was mostly a male profession, but 
women have taken over because 
of the flexibility of the scheduling. 
They can pick and choose their 
days of work, make a reasonable 
income and work around their kids’ 
schedules.” 

What does it take to break into 
the field? A typing speed of — gulp 
— 225 words per minute. But this 
isn’t traditional word processing. 
Instead, court reporters and cap-

tioners have machines, and a lan- 
guage, all their own. Using a steno- 
type machine, which looks a bit like 
an old-fashioned typewriter, they 
can press multiple keys at once, 
recording combinations of letters 
that represent words, sound or 
phrases. “It’s machine shorthand,” 
said Everhart. “It’s based on phonet- 
ics, but instead of symbols, we use 
letters. Unlike a typewriter, we’re 
not typing every single letter of every 
word. There are many common 
phrases in the English language 
and in legalese. So, in one stroke 
of the hand, you have a phrase like, 
‘from time to time.’ ” 

Everhart worked as a court 
reporter for 20 years before help- 
ing to start the class at AACC, which

rginia Commonwealth University 
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is currently the only court-report- 
ing and captioning class in the D.C. 
metro area. The program started in 
January 2005; the current 16 stu- 
dents enrolled are its pioneers. 

Diane Superczynski is one of 
these aspiring court scribblers. 
After two decades as a flight 
attendant with U.S. Airways, the 
41-year- old mother of two from 
Pasadena, Md., decided to change 
careers. “My company was going 
into its second bankruptcy, and I 
thought we were going to close our 
doors,” Superczynski said. “I need- 
ed a career that was flexible and 
lucrative, and [one that] I could 
take anywhere.” 

Mary Ellen Long is also a stu- 
dent at AACC. Her career spanned

jobs in education, banking and the 
federal government, but now this 
50 -year- old mother from Dayton, 
Md., thinks she has finally found 
her niche. “It was something I’d had 
an interest in since high school,” she 
said. “Not too long ago, I heard an 
ad for the college [AACC] and 
decided to pursue it.” Long said 
even her three kids are intrigued. 
“My daughters see me at it, and I 
tell them the real-life stories about 
the amount of money that people 
are making. My oldest is thinking 
about maybe looking into this as 
a sideline.” 

You’ve got to spend money to make 
money, though. Students at AACC 
buy their own stenography machines.

Continued from E13 
which run anywhere from $1,000 
for a used model to $4,500 for 
a brand-new, top-of-the-line 
machine. Each student will com- 
plete the course when he or she can 
type the requisite 225 words per 
minute — usually two -and- a-half 
years. Then the students head out 
into the marketplace, where they 
can choose to do freelance work or 
sign on with firms such as Capital 
Reporting Company (CRC), which 
has offices throughout the area. 

Shari Broussard is CRC’s part- 
ner and vice president. She was the 
last graduate of the court report- 
ing classes at Strayer University 20 
years ago, and has been working 
as a court reporter ever since. “It’s 
a hard field to get into. Students 
come in, but they reach plateaus on 
their speed. They might stay [at the 
same speed] for six months and then 
they get frustrated and drop out.” 
Other than typing speed, there are 
no formal education requirements. 
But court reporters should be com- 
puter literate and have above-aver- 
age English skills — including spell- 
ing — and an excellent command 
of grammar and punctuation. They 
also need to be extremely accurate 
and work well under stress. 

According to the National 
Court Reporters Association

(ncraonline.org), the national average 
annual salary for court reporters who 
work in courtrooms and on deposi- 
tions is $62,000. Broadcast caption- 
ers earn anywhere from $35,000 to 
$75,000. Locally, a reporter starting 
out in Prince George’s County usu- 
ally makes $38,000 to $42,000 a 
year, but they can charge a per-page 
transcript fee to come closer to the 
national average. 

Broussard said real-time report- 
ing lands even higher salaries. Real- 
time means a reporter is typing 
something that a lawyer or other pro 
is reading — say, live court testimony. 
“You make a lot of extra money as a 
real-time reporter, easily $240,000 
to $250,000 a year,” she said. “I’m 
making the same page rate I made 
20 years ago, but the extra income 
comes with experience.” 

Despite the possibility of large 
salaries, there is a huge shortage 


of court reporters in the industry. 
“It’s not a well-known field. You 
find out through word of mouth,” 
said Superczynski. “I heard about 
it through an old acquaintance of 
mine who’d been making six figures 
for 15 years.” With only one school in 
the entire metro area holding class- 
es, it’s not likely to become more 
well-known anytime soon. 

But the job outlook is good. The 
U.S. Department of Labor projects 
that reporting job opportunities will 
grow as fast as the average for all 
occupations through 2010. 

Superczynski said her new career 
choice is a challenge. “It’s hard. It’s 
like learning to play the piano in 
French when you don’t know either. 
You’re learning a language and a 
new skill at the same time. But if 
it were easy, reporters would be a 
dime a dozen.” 

But Broussard said the hard 
work opens the door to a dynamic 
career. “You’re never at the same 
place two days in a row,” she said. 
“One day is business litigation, the 
next you’re doing a personal injury 
lawsuit or a discrimination or phar- 
maceutical case. Every day is chal- 
lenging. I really do learn something 
new every day.” lynnthorne

African-American 
adults denied public 
school get state help 

On a Wednesday toward the end 
of summer, Aldrena Thirkill, a 
compact woman with a quiet but 
friendly air, was sitting in a booth 
at the Shoney’s on the main road 
running into Farmville, Va., eat- 
ing lunch with her sister and her 
granddaughter when, all at once, the 
past materialized beside her, hold- 
ing a plate of food. It took the form 
of a girl — well, a grown woman 
now — Thirkill had known long 
ago, who, spotting Thirkill from 
the buffet table, had come over to 
say hello. The two had grown up in 
the countryside around Prospect, 
a community about 10 miles out- 


side of town. 

Saying hello, Thirkill remem- 
bered only that the woman’s last 
name had been Mitchell, and 
that she and Thirkill had gone to 
school together in the 1950s. They 
had attended classes at First Rock 
Elementary, a segregated school for 
black children in Prince Edward 
County, the agricultural, south- 
central region of Virginia known 
as Southside. At that time, the First 
Rock building had no plumbing and 
no electricity. 

Thirkill and the Mitchell girl 
had been a grade apart until sud- 
denly they weren’t a grade apart 
anymore, because suddenly they 
weren’t in school at all anymore. 
The public schools in Prince Edward 
County closed in the fall of 1959 in 
an extreme act of defiance against

the U.S. Supreme Court order, in 
Brown v. Board of Education, to 
integrate. A private school for 
white children was hastily built, 
but black children were shut out for 
a period that stretched for five full 
years. Thirkill had lost touch with 
the Mitchell girl and, really, with 
everybody outside her family. 

And now this grown-up, one- 
time neighbor, standing at the 
table beside her, told Thirkill 
what became of her after schools 
in Prince Edward County were 
shuttered. She had moved north to 
attend school there, part of a quiet 
but steady diaspora of children who 
left the county to seek education 
elsewhere. She returned when the 
schools finally did reopen, but later 
moved back north. Like Thirkill, 
who lives in Dale City, she was only 
in Farmville for a visit. Then the for- 
mer Mitchell girl went to eat before 
her food got cold, and Thirkil turned 
to Mykhayla, her granddaughter, 
who that day was 10, going on 11, 
almost exactly the age Thirkil had

been when her life was irrevoca- 
bly changed. Mykhayla attends a 
school for academically motivated 
children in Dale City; she loves his- 
tory and is interested in what went 
on in her grandmother’s life 47 years 
ago, during the upheaval of the civil 
rights movement. 

“So you see,” Thirkill said to 
Mykhayla — the encounter made 
vivid a point she had been trying 
to explain — “we didn’t know what 
happened to anybody.” 

Thirkill doesn’t know what hap- 
pened to her. As an adult, she can 
remember surprisingly little of 
her life between 1959 — when the 
schools closed — and 1964, when 
the county was grudgingly com- 


pelled to reopen public schools on 
an integrated basis. Five years of 
her life: lost. And so, Thirkill has 
begun to try to reconstruct what 
happened — to her personality, her 
education, her family — during this 
traumatic period of her early youth. 
She has done so not just by talking 
to Mykhayla, but also by writing, 
over and over, in academic paper 
after academic paper, what she can 
remember, hoping that with each 
new writing exercise, some forgot- 
ten fragment — a scene, a person, a 
conversation — will be unearthed. 
At 58, she is taking English com- 
position classes at Marymount 
University in Arlington, sitting 
beside classmates so young that 
segregation, to them, might be 


the Revolutionary War. 

In the fall of 2005, Virginia 
began issuing academic scholar- 
ships to repair even a small por- 
tion of the harm done to at least 
2,000 African-American school- 
children who suffered a particularly 
acute form of deprivation during 
the hard-fought transition to inte- 
grated schooling. The fund, known 
as the Brown v. Board of Education 
Scholarship Program, is an attempt 
to atone for the damage that Prince 
Edward County — with profound 
complicity from the state itself — 
inflicted upon its most vulnerable 
citizens. The program pays the costs 
of a GED program or high school 
diploma for those who found jobs 
during the closings and may never

have returned to school at all; it also 
pays for community college or an 
undergraduate or master’s degree, 
up to $7,200 a year. 

“It’s difficult to start your life 
over when you are 58 years old, 
but we are never too old to learn 
and be filled with knowledge and 


wonder,” says Ken Woodley, 49, edi- 
tor of the Farmville Herald and the 
chief architect of the plan. “There 
are people who see it as an oppor- 
tunity to get a better job or go into 
business for themselves. I really 
believe that if someone discovers 
one author, one painter, their lives 
are enriched.” 

Or at least some of them can: 
Woodley’s vision has been whit- 
tled down by a more bottom-line - 
minded General Assembly, which 
awarded $1 million to create a 
scholarship pool, a sum that was 
matched by philanthropist John 
Kluge. During negotiations, law- 
makers decided that, in fact, pure- 
life betterment was not a legitimate 
use of taxpayer money. To qualify for 
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a Brown scholarship, students must 
be enrolled in a degree program or a 
course that will directly affect their 
job prospects. Moreover, the legis- 
lature decided that the scholarships 
will be awarded only to people who 
are living in Virginia and attending 
Virginia schools; the state did not 
want to be paying Virginia money 
to schools in, say. New Jersey. People 
who permanently left the county do 
not qualify. 

Even so, when the plan was being 
debated, Woodley recalls, skeptics 
predicted hardly anybody would 
come forward. Instead, more than 
200 people have inquired. Of these, 
about 60 have applied, qualified and 
enrolled in courses. They are adults 
well past middle life, anxious to pur-

sue the opportunities denied them 
a half-century earlier, a lack school- 
ing that for many has been a shame 
all of their lives, though they are 
the last people who have anything 
to be ashamed of. 

“I didn’t want anybody to know 
that I didn’t go to school during that 
time,” says Thirkill, who is making 
a forcible effort to talk about it now. 
For her, the scholarship program is 
an opportunity to regain her voice, 
literally, and, thereby, undo some 
of what segregation did to her. 
Looking back, she feels that one of 
the chief effects segregation had on 
her, psychologically, was to instill in 
her a feeling that the best response to 
almost any situation is no response at

all. She can pinpoint when her silence 
started: It was in the spring of 1959, 
when her teacher first warned her 
and her classmates, sitting in that 
chilly building, that schools might 
be closed in the fall. She went home 
hoping her mother might explain, 
but her mother — like many adults 
at the time — predicted that the 
schools would surely stay open. It 
was widely thought that the leaders 
of Prince Edward County would not 
go that far. Then, when the leaders 
did go that far, Thirkill remembers 
her mother, now deceased, being 
unwilling to share the full reason 
for the closing. 

“We were kind of hoping she 
would be able to explain,” Thirkill 
remembers. But her mother didn’t. 
“I think I know why now. That 
was her form of employment. She 
worked for them. She wouldn’t say 
anything negative.” 

Thirkill’s effort, and those of 60 
or so others, is a reminder of how 
deep ran — and still runs — the 
damage done by segregated school- 
ing and the efforts of many leaders 
to preserve it. It is a reminder of how 
the suffering of that period, now 
forgotten by almost everyone who 
did not live through it, lingers in the 
souls and selves of people who had 


the misfortune to grow up during 
a time when the nation was trying 
to change its own character and, in 
places, was failing. The alacrity with 
which mature adults came forward 
to seek money that would enable 
them to sit, once again, at a school 
desk is a reminder of how crucially 
important education was to them 
as children, and how important it

remains. It is a reminder, too, that 
there are still casualties from the 
civil rights era: people who did not 
lose their lives, but who lost some- 
thing irreplaceable, nonetheless. 

So stark was the contrast between 
Prince Edward County’s black high 
school and the one serving white stu- 
dents that in 1951 an outspoken 16- 
year-old named Barbara Johns orga- 
nized a walkout to pressure the county 
to make good on its promise to build a 


better-equipped school for black chil- 
dren. When the county dithered and 
pled penury, the students sought help 
from the NAACP, which was embark- 
ing on a plan to desegregate schools 
throughout the nation. 

The NAACP decided to make 
the students’ cause its own; rather 
than sue Prince Edward County for 
a new black high school (which the 
county, as soon as it saw what was 
happening, scrambled to build), 
the NAACP sued for no more 
black high schools, period. And no 
more white high schools. NAACP 
lawyers joined the students’ case to 
four other desegregation lawsuits, 
including one involving a Kansas 
student named Brown. And with 
that. Prince Edward County 
became party to one of the nation’s 
most transformative Supreme Court 
decisions, which, when it came down 
in 1954, was referred to as Brown v. 
Board of Education for the simple 
reason that alphabetically Brown 
comes before Davis, the name of the 
lead plaintiff in the Prince Edward 
County case. 

Of course, much of the South 
resisted the court’s desegregation 
order. In Virginia, the resistance was 
particularly feverish: Year after year, 
state politicians came up with plans 
to thwart integration. The most noto- 
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rious of these, “massive resistance,” 
called for Virginia to respond to the 
federal order to integrate public 
schools by closing them down. A few 
counties did so (the Brown scholar- 
ship also applies to affected students, 
white and black, in those counties), 
but the state eventually backed down 
from such a radical and self-destruc- 
tive maneuver. 

In Prince Edward County, white 
resistance had been growing more 
organized since the walkout, and 
not only because Prince Edward 
County was a poorer, rural county 
with a large black population, where 
many whites felt especially threat- 
ened by the prospect of black equal- 
ity. What really set Prince Edward 
County apart was the racist pugi- 
lism of the editor of the local paper, a 
cigar-smoking businessman named 
J. Barrye Wall Sr., who used the edi- 
torial page of the Farmville Herald to 
share his view that the NAACP was 
in league with the Communist Party 
to destroy the fabric of American 
society through the integration of 
the races. Wall also used the news 
pages to raise funds for the private 
Prince Edward Academy, created to 
serve white students. It was a text- 
book case of the impact one deter- 
mined person can have: Wall met 
little resistance from even progres- 


sive-minded white people, though 
some did exist. 

The NAACP responded with a 
second lawsuit, asking the courts to 
decide whether a local government 
must provide public schooling. And 


it thus happened that the short-term 
needs of the Prince Edward County 
black students were sacrificed to the 
long-term struggle to get this crucial 
question decided. As the case wound 
through the legal system, civil rights 


leaders came to Farmville to urge 
students to hold fast. “In your lei- 
sure, you can gather more in basic 
education than you would get in five 
years of Jim Crow schools,” Oliver 
Hill, an NAACP lawyer, proclaimed 


optimistically. And when white com- 
munity leaders offered to set up a 
private school for black children, 
the NAACP saw this for the trap it 
was. For the NAACP to prevail in 
court, it was necessary, ironically, 
that the black students’ needs not 
be provided for. 

Eventually, this case — Griffin 
V. School Board of Prince Edward 
County — also reached the 
Supreme Court, which ruled that 
local jurisdictions must provide 
public schooling. “From Prince 
Edward comes the constitutional 
right of all the children in America 
for an education,” points out the 
Herald’s Woodley, who attend- 
ed Hampden- Sydney College in 
Prince Edward County and never 
heard a word about the school 
closures until he went to work at 
the paper. Learning of what hap- 
pened, he says, he felt “numbness 
and shock.” Woodley has modeled 
himself as the antithesis of Wall 
and has spearheaded the scholar- 
ship drive and aimed to show what 
one determined person can do to 
try to make things right. 

“Talk about a contribution to 
American history that is unknown 
— that’s what the black community 
in Prince Edward gave to this coun- 
try.”
